is divided into two distinct phases: 
First, the building of a great 18-mile 
dike from the Island of Wieringen 
to a point near the town of Priam 
on the coast of the province of Fries­ 
land; and. second, the construction 
of four dikes within the sea and the 
draining and reclaiming of the land 
in back of these barriers. 
The average depth of water which 
the great dike 
will 
encounter 
is 
about 12.3 feet below mean average 
sea level. The height of the dike it­ 
self above sea level will run from 
18.3 feet to 17.6 feet. 
The body of the main dike will 
consist of sand on a body of brush 
and stone, with a surface covering of 
clay, and the outside lateral sur­ 
face will be faced with a basalt rip­ 
rap. A double-track railroad will run 
along the dike on the inside. This 
clay for the surface will be dredg­ 
ed from the bottom of the Zuider Zee 
and also will be trimsported from the 
island of Wieringen as waste mater­ 
ial of a canal that will be under con­ 
struction there. The total volume of 
the dike is estimated to be about 39,- 
238,000 cubic yards. The estimated 
cost of the dike proper is about $11,- 
256,000. 
Although the completion of the en­ 
tire project will require 
S3 
years, 
53,600 acres comprising the first sec­ 
tion of reclaimed land will be avail- 
able%for cultivation 
within 
fifteen 
years. Experts assure rile Holland­ 
ers that the soil will oe fertile, as, 
after the great dike has cut off the 
sea, the Zuider Zee gradually will 
turn fresh, owing to the continual 
emptying 
into 
it of 
fresh-water 
streams. 
Several important fishing villages, 
such as Vollendam and Marken will 
be no longer touched by water, so 
the government has promised that 
special laws shall be passed provid­ 
ing for adequate indemnification of 
the fishermen and providing funds 
fof the removal and re-establishment 
of their industry on the North Sea. 
The government expects to receive 
about $13 per acre per year as rent­ 
al for the reclaimed soil.

FOURTH LIBERTY LOAN 


The use of “Victory Mixed Flour* 
now is being urged by the Oklahoma 
food administration aa a result of a 
new 
wheat 
conservation 
program 
j which has been outlined by Herbert 
Hoover in a message to C. B. Ames, 
federal food administrator for Okla­ 
homa. 
Among other things the new rules 
which went into effect September I, 
abolishes the 50-50 rule of selling flour 
and wheat substitutes, do away with 
the six-pound lier person limit on flour 
purchases and dispense with wheat- 
less meals and wheatless days. 
In place of the 50-50 rule there now 
is an 80-20 regulation, which requires 
the purchase of 20 per cent of cereals 
other than wheat in the buying of 
white flour. Preferably this should be 
done through the 
marketing 
of a 
mixed flour which will be available for 
household use. 
It is desired to insure a supply of 
ready mixed d ean on the market, and 
to have millers and dealers of all kinds 
encourage the use and sale of this 
flour so that the country may be on 
a mixed flour basis without the flee#*, 
stiy of retailers making combination 
sales of flour and substitutes. 
All such mixed flours made accord­ 
ing to the following regulations should 
be labeled “Victory Mixed Flour,” and 
are to be labeled with the ingredients 
in order of their proportion. The flours
